powder, vote, smoke, play poker, 
rommie, or rofl ¢heir sox. Men 
wore whiskers and boots, chewed 
tobacco, spit on the sidewalk ‘and 
cussed; beer was a nickel a throw 
with free lunch, waiters never got 
tips and hat check boys were un- 
known; kerosene lamps and lan- 
tern slides were “class.” No one 
was ever operated upon for ap 
pendicitis, bought monkey glands 
or had a two-fifty blood pressure; 
microbes were unheard of; every- 
one lived to a: good ‘old age, and 
every year walked many miles to 
wish “their friends the season's

the board of directors of the 
People’s Mutual Building and 
Loan Association, at the thirty- 
third annual meeting of the 
organization at its offices, 235 
North Euclid avenue, Ontario. 

At. the. directors’ . meeting, 
following the session of stock- 
holders, the board ‘organized 
with Mr. Harwood. president; 
Charles Frankish, vice presi- 
dent; J. O. Henderson, secre- 
tary-treasurer; and C. C. Pea- 
body, assistant secretary. 

The annual statement of the 
secretary showed the resources 
of the association to amount to 
$1,520.646.71, a gain during 
the past year of more than a 
quarter million dollars. The 
security committee reported 
115 new dwellings erected and 
11 houses remodeled with the 
aid of loans made by the as- 
sociation during the year just 
closed. 

Mr. Frankish was chosen 
chairman of the annual meet- 
ing at which 19,054 shares of 
the association stock were rep- 
resented, which was reported 
by the credentials committee 
to be more than sufficient for 
@ quorum. 

Among the items of special 
interest in the financial state- 
ment presented by Secretary 
Henderson were that loans se- 
cured by real estate amounted 
to $1,454,050 and that cash on 
hand and in the banks amount- 
ed to $50,692.11 on Jan. Ist.

San Bernardino County will not 
legislate against . smudging—this 
year, at least—It was indicated 


yesterday when the Board of Su- LIONS 


pervisors tabled a resolution by 
the Chino Chamber of Commerce 
requesting that laws be enaeted 
against smudging. 

“Tt is too late in the year to 
enact any ordinance, even if the 
supervisors favored such legisla- 
tion,” said Chairman A. G. Ken- 
dall. “It would require 30 days 
for an ordinance to become effec 
tive.” 

Protest Smudging Injures Health 

The resolution, protesting that 
the smoke from the pots had be- 
come “a nuisatice and”a serious 
menace, detrimental to health of 
the people and damaging to their 
property,” asked the supervisors to 
enforce any existing laws against 
smudging and if no laws exist to 
“protect the health and property 
of all citizens of this county from 
the damage caused by the actions 
on the part of the orange grow- 
ers.” 

The resolution was signed by C. 
A. Marks and A. H. Solle, presi- 
dent and secretary, respectively, 
of the Chino Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Bchool District Petition Denied 

On the recommendation of Ida 
M. Collins, county superintendent 
of schools, the supervisors denied 
a petitfon by residents of. King- 
ston, a desert settlement, to create 
a new school district. In a letter, 
the superintendent declared the 
creation of the new district would 
mean the necessary abolishment 
of the Kelso district, where resi- 
dents are experiencing difficulties. 

The board granted a petition to 
change the name of the Water- 
man school district to the Barstow 
school district, in which Barstow 
is situated. 

Deeds Accepted on Road Property 

Two deeds were accepted from 
D. J. and L. J. Carpenter on prop- 
erty in Del Rosa for highway pur- 
poses. ‘The board also discussed 
routine issues.

LOVE LETTERSADD 
DEEPER MYSTERY 


Mystery surrounding the death 
of William R. Fee, Alhambra bank- 
er, whose body was found in Lytle 
Creek. Canyon.last November, has 
deepened with the discovery of 
messages which refer vaguely to 
“William, Jr.,” a son. 

As Fee was not known to have 
had a son, those attempting to 
solve the case are working on this 
new angle. The messages, which 
refer both to “William, Jr.” and 
“your son,’ were found among 
Fee’s effects in his desk. Also in 
the desk were found perfervid 
love notes signed “Mary’’ and 
written in longhand. 

Reward Revives Interest in Case 

Interest in the Fee case has been 
revived by the offer of a $5,000 
reward by. his widow to the person 
who volunteers information lead- 
ing to the arrest of whoever was 
responsible for the banker’s death. 
Mrs. Fee scouts,.the theory that 
her husband died a natural death. 

One of the love notes recently 
found reads z= follows: ‘My Dear- 
est: No time to say anything but 
that I love you more than anyone 
else in the whole world, and‘ I'd 
take you any time I could get you. 
Think of me—I will of you. 

“MARY.” 

Another, dated only a short time 
before the man’s death, read: 

“To my own most especial darl- 
ing—all in order that he may look 
more beautiful the seemingly few 
times when my eyes do light upon 
him. It’s with the same old wish 
—that we may always so love 
each other—some day to be even 
a little more close—that I remind 
you again that I love you—better 
than anything and better than 
anyone.

Harris Syndicate Raises $57,000 

At the conference yesterday Her- 
man Harris, representing the syn- 
dicate sponsoring the ,Arrowhead 
Avenue site, presented a petition 
signed by San Bernardino busi- 
ness men pledging $57,000 toward 
the estimated $75,000 purchase 
price of the site. Mr. Harris de- 
clared he believed the $75,000 
would be subscribed within a 
week. 

Renewing the Ralphs Acres site 
offer, Attorney E. W. Bartlett of 
Colton presented a letter signed 
by H. M. Barton and W. H. Swan 
of the Security Investment Com- 
pany, guaranteeing the deed to 
the property. Supervisor M. P. 
Cheney then moved that the su- 
pervisors accept the Ralphs Acres 
site, but his motion was lost when 
it was not seconded. 

Committee Balloting is Close 
* Nine members of the advisory 
€ommitteé—not a“ quorum—called 
a vote on the two sites. A ballot 
of five to four on the Arrowhead 
Avenue site was returned. This 
revived the discussion of the mer- 
its of the two sites. 

In submitting his proposal with 
$57,000 subscribed, Mr. Harris de- 
clared he was not indulging in 
personalities, but was content to 
submit the two proposals to the 
advisory committee and announc- 
ed he would support the site en- 
dorsed. He estimated that the 
salvaging of buildings on the Ar- 
rowhead Avenue site would bring 
$7,000, leaving but $11,000 to be 
actually subscribed. 

Cheney’s Motion is Lost 

Supervisor Cheney declared that 
he “favored the Ralphs Acres site, 
not only because the voters of my 
district are supporting the site, 
but because I believe it is the best 
jsite offered—a site without any 
strings on it and ideally located.” 
In‘ hts motion, however, no second 
was heard and the issue did not 
come to a vote. 

When Mr. Harris requested more 
time to raise additional subscrip- 
tions, Supervisor Cheney moved 
the postponement, adding that he 
believed the “Colton proposal will 
get stronger in another week.”

Mr. Hill believes that a prin- 
cipal must know children of all 
phases and ages, he must be a 
student of motives, must know 
teaching as a profession, judge 
values of theories, his criticism on 
supervision must be constructive. 
He should always strive for the 
ideal school, and should accept his 
position with no “time limit” idea 
of his work. 

The office of the principal should 
also be a community service 
agency. In the course of study he 
should adopt subjects of local in- 
terest and needs. The members 
of a community are the school’s 
greatest asset, hence, Mr. Hill 
urges that the schools be conduct- 
ed with the idea of service to the 
community uppermost in the 
minds of the school administrat- 
ors. :

Stockholders of the Valencia 
Water Company of the Covina dis- 
trict have closed a successful year, 
according to the directors of that 
organization, who held the annual 
meeting recently in the office of 
the corporation in the Reed Block, 
Covina. 

One of the important matters 
brought before this meeting was 
the purchase of an additional nat- 
ural gas engine for well No. 2, 
which is now being installed for 
the coming irrigation season.

While Pomona was Victorious ac- 
cording to the rules of the con- 
test, which called for a decision 
by the audience, Oxford won 1k 
over to her side. The fact that 
this could be done in the. face of 
probable prejudice for the liquor 
question, which formed the sub- 


ject, and loyalty to the home 
team, is considered a splendid 
feat. 


Interspersed by dashes of spark- 
ling wit and brilliant intellectual 


g | displays on both sides, the con- 


test proved to be a notable one. 
The Englishmen showed them- 
selves to be exceptionally clever 
and witty and brought ripple after 
ripple of laughter from the aud- 
ience. In fact, their entire pres- 
entation was little less than won- 
derful while little less creditable 
was the showing made by the Po- 
mona contenders. 

The men on the Oxford team 
were Malcolm Macdonald; J. D. 
Woodruff, a graduate of Oxford, 
and M. C. Hollis. Marshall Dim- 
ock, Paul Papazian and Blackwell 
Smith upheld Pomona’s side of the 
question. 

Marshall Dimock captained the 
Pomona trio, while J. D. Woodruff 
held the honor for Oxford. 

At the opening of the debate a 
preliminary vote was taken in the 
audience. In this, 759 votes were 
cast, with 95 or 12% percent op- 
posed to prohibition, and 662 or 
871% per cent, in favor of it. 


Following the debate, the vote 
was taken again. This time 708 
voted. Forty-nine failed to vote. 
Probably the. majority of these 49 
had left the debate before it fin- 
ished. The count showed 106 or 
15 per cent against prohibition, 
and 608, or 85 per cent, for it. 

An analysis of the vote shows 
that after all was over the visit- 
ors had won 11 to their side. In 
other words, 11 who were not op- 


posed to prohibition before the! 


debate, were opposed after it was 
over. How many the Englishmen 
would have received from the 49 
not represented in the final vote 
is not known. But at the begin- 
ning the bulk of the audience was 
in favor of prohibition and at the 
close the bulk remained so inclin- 
ed. 

The debate was opened with a 
few remarks by President Blaisdell 
followed by the introduction of 
Mr. Aked, who was chairman of 
the evening and introduced the 


speakers. 
The English team upheld the 
contention that the Highteenth 


Amendment should be repealed, 
while the local team defended our 
prohibition laws. The decision 
was made by the audience. 

Perhaps one of the most out- 
standing figures of the debate was 
Malcolm Macdonald, son of Former 
Labor Premier of Britain, Ramsay 
Macdonald. A typical Englishman, 
with a slow drawl, but a quick 
and brilliant mind. His many 
points were brought out in a clear, 
concise but informal manner. He 
is not an elocutionist, but an in- 
teresting speaker. 

On the local team, Marshall Dim- 
ock was outstanding. He is an 
experienced debater and the many 
years of training showed -in his 
delivery and manner in bringing 
out his important points. 

A peculiar characteristic of the 
Oxford debaters is that they never 
support an argument unless they 
firmly betieve that it is true. In 
debating some subjects with a 
Canadian school recently the mem- 
bers of the Oxford team were not 
agreed upon the question, so the 
disagreeing member exchanged 
places with one of the Canadian 
debaters and defended his side of 
the argument against the other 
two Oxford men. 

It has often been said that the 
English are born “hecklers” and 
they enjoy arguing. In fact, the 
Oxford team were very much sur- 
prised to learn that public debates 
were quite the thing of the past 
in this country. 

It was evident in the debates 
that the English team were thor- 
oughly enjoying the argument, 
while this cannot quite be said 
ofi:the Pomona team. The Po- 
mong. boys were bent on winning 
and did not have the self-conf- 
dence that the English team had.’ 

Sharing the evenizeg’s entertain- 
ment with the debste was the bas- 
ketball game between Stanford 
and Pomona, staged in the big 
gymnasium at Pomona College. 

The gym was packed to the 
doors with a crowd of some 1200 
people when the referee blew his 
whistle for the commencement of 
play, and everyone was on edge 
to cheer the Pomona lads on to 
their best endeavors. 


‘Despite the disparency in tir 


weight, the Pomona boys outplay- 


fell short of tieing the score by 
one point. 

In the second half things took 
a decided change in Stanford’s 
favor, due no doubt to the num- 
ber of changes made in their line- 
up, there being a continual pro- 
cession of subs going in. The 
Stanford boys displayed their best 
wares and their combination and 
footwork were a revelation to tho 
spectators, though their shooting 
on the basket left a lot to be de- 
sired and will have to be improv- 
ed before they start their league 
schedule. Nevers was their mest 
prominent man while on the floor 
and his rushes were an eye-open- 
er, he frequently taking the ball 
from one end of the court to the 
other,

Included among the birds 
which will be personally es- 
corted to the east by Captain 
Delhauer and which played 
such a very real and important 
part in the successful termina- 
tion of the World War will be 
‘““Spike’’ who has a record of 
having carried 52 messages of 
great importance to the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces from 
the front line trenches to head- 
quarters at the rear. 

‘“‘The Mocker,’’ who success- 
fully carried the message that 
silenced a German machine 
gun which was working great 
havoc among the American 
forces in the Argonne, and 
‘‘President Wilson,’’ who car- 
ried important messages for 
the tank corps and lost one leg 
from a piece of shrapnel in the 
enterprise, will also be includ- 
ed in the shipment east, as will 
a number of captured German 
birds and some 14 of the best 
stock birds, including the fa- 
mous Putnam coek, which sold 
in Europe for $1500, the Silver 
Osman cock, and others. The 
birds to make the journey are 
said to be valued at some 
$5000. 

Captain Delhauer, who will 
leave Thursday, is going to 
Washington in connection with 
the re-organization of the pig- 
eon service, now under way, 
and. will probably also do some, 
experimental work along pig- 
eon lines at the Carnegie Insti- 
tute at Cold Springs Harbor, 
New York. 

Under the re-organization 
plan, the government is greatly | 
reducing the army pigeon ser- 
vice and civilian organizations 
and individuals are being en- 
couraged to produce and train 
homers along the line of a 
pigeon reserve corps for use of 
the government in time of 
need. In line with this, pigeon 
activities have already been 
discontinued at Ross Fild, Ar- 
cadia, where the ‘‘Hero Birds’’ 
have been stationed, and at 
Rockwell Field, San Diego. 

Some of the birds from these 
fields have been shipped to 
Crissy Field, San Francisco, 
where government lofts will 
still be maintained, and to the 
Hawaiian Islands. Boy Scout 
troops and other organizations 
are already interesting them- 
selves in becoming affiliated 
with the pigeon reserve move- 
ment, according to Captain 
Delhauer. 

The pigeon service has ex- 
perienced considerable trouble 
in the past through the promis- 
cuous shooting and theft of 
birds, but with a federal law 
for the protection of homing 
pigeons now in force and ear- 
rying with it a severe penalty,

$24,000 Relief Fund Argued 

The only approach to argument 
on the bili was over the appro- 
priation of $24,000 for the Wo 
man’s Relief Corps home. It de- 
veloped that an added $15,000 
yearly is derived by deductions 
made from the pensions of inmates 
yet the state defrays entirely the 
costs of supporting the veterans’ 
home of California. T. M. Wright, 
San Jose, said he considered this 
action “miserly,” and, he said, he 
would again introduce a bill to 
protect from encroachment the 
“meagre” pensions of the ladies 
of the corps. 

Some of the net changes in the 
amounts recommended to be ap- 
propriated the ensuing bienniurn 
compared to the amounts of the 
budget bill two years ago are: 

Decrease of $1150 for salaries 
and support of first district cecurt 
of appeal; decrease $1570 for sec- 
ond district court; decrease $2300 
for third district court.

Executive department salaries 
and expenses, same as two years 
ago. 


An increase of $23,062 for sal- 
aries. and support of the depart- 
ment of finance; increase $8279 
for civil service commission: in- 
crease $1560 for state treasurer, 
decrease of $1660 for state con- 
troller; decrease of $8220 repre- 
senting amount of money saved 
in rental of offices in attorney 
ceneral’s department. 

An increase of $21,420 for sal- 
aries and support of the state 
board of equalization, Braden stat- 
ed. will enable the poard to en: 
gage additional experts and aud- 
itors to travel over the state on 
taxation quests. 

Board of Health Budget Increased 

The state board of health will 
be given an additional $65,774 ne- 
cessitated by hiring new employes 
and by increased traveling ex- 
penses. 

Having used up carry-over ap- 
propriations, the bureau of tuber- 
culosis will require an appropria- 
tion approximately $260,000 larger 
than two years ago, Braden ex- 
plained. This does not represent 
essentially increased expenditures 
he said. 

Owing to the establishment of 
branches at San _ Diego, Long 
Beach and Stockton, Braden said, 
an increase of $25,000 to a total 
of $324,000 would be necessary 
for the bureau of labor statistics.

Many taxpayers are confus- 
ed as to what constitutes ‘‘the 
head of a family’’ and as to 
the provisions of the income 
tax laws covering deductions 
for ‘‘dependents.’’ Thousands 
of taxpayers who have taken’ 
ineorrect deductions for de: | 


internal révenue Office every 

year. Study this series of 

questions and answers and you 

may save yourself an extra 

trip to the Federal Building: 
Head of Family 

-Q. What is meant by the 
head of a fimly? 

A. Internal revenue regu- 
lations class as head of a fam- 
ily ‘‘ a person who actually 
supports and maintains in one 
household one or more indi- 
viduals who are closely con- 
nected with him by blood rela- 
tionship, relationship by imar- 
riage, or by adoption and 
whose right to exercise fam- 
iy‘control and provide for 
those dependent individuals is 
based upon some moral or le- 
gal obligation. 

In the absence of continu- 
ous actual residence together, 
whether or not a person with 
dependent relatives is a head 
of a family within the ‘mean- 
ing of the statute must de- 
pend on the character of the 
separation. If a father is ab- 
sent on business, or a child 
or other dependent is away 
at school or on a visit, the 
common home being maintain- 
ed, exemption as head of a 
family is allowed. 

If through force of circum- 
stances, a parent is obliged to 
maintain his dependent chil- 
dren with relatives or in a 
boarding house,’ while he lives 
elsewhere, the exemption as 
head of a family is allowed. 

The regulations further 

state, however, ‘‘If a depen- 
dent without necessity (note 
the last two words) continu- 
ly makes his home elsewhere, 
his benefactor is not the head 
of a family, irrespective of the 
question of support. 
Q. <A widower has a child 
over 18 years of age, whom he 
supports, who is away from 
home attending school. What 
personal exemption may be 
claimed by the widower who 
maintains the home? 

A. He is entitled to claim 
a personal exemption of $2500 
as head of a family. 

Q. What personal exemp- 
tion may be claimed by a son 
who actually supports and 
maitains his dependent mother 
elsewhere than in his own 
home by reason of the fact 
that he is unable to earn 
enough to support both in the 
mother’s place of abode or to 
defray their joint expenses in 
his place of employment? 

A. ‘he son is properly clas- 
sified for income tax purposes 
as the head of a family and as 
such is entitled to claim a 
personal exemption of $2500. 
Other Exemptions Made Clear 

Q. In the case both a hus- 
band and wife contribute to 
the support of a dependent, 
how is the credit of $400 for 
depéndents to be treated? 

A. The credit of $400 must 
be taken by the one contribut- 
ing the chief support and may 
not be divided between them. 

Q. I was not aetually living 
with my wife on December 31, 
1924, due to her mental incom- 
petency at that time and con- 
sequent confinement in an 1n- 
stituion for areatment. What 
personal exemption may I 
claim in my return for the 
year 1924? 

A. The separation of a hus- 
band'and wife due to the fact 
thateither has been declared 
incompetent and confined in an: 
institution for treatmen is 
held to be temporary in char- 


out effect in so far as the joint 
personal exemption is con- 
cerned. In such cases you 
may claim $2500 as a personal 
exemption. 
Report Must Be Filed, Though 
No Tax Imposed 

Q. I am the sole support of 
my mother, maintaining a 
home in which she and I live, 
and .therefore, claim as head 
of a family a personal exemp- 
tion: of $2500. My net in- 





purposes is only $2300. Am I 
required to file a return in 
view of ahe fact that I do mot 
have to pay a tax? 


A. Yes. In such a ease you | 


are required to file a return, 
although you are not subject 
to tax. The head of a house- 
hold if unmarried is classed as 
a single person and must file 
a return if his net income is 
$1000 or more or his gross in- 
come is $5000 or more.

RURAL SCHOOLS 


Necessity of supervisors for 
the efficient operation of the| 
rural schools was the keynote 
of a report made by Miss Ida 
M. Collins, superintendent of 
county schools. to Will C. 
Wood, state superintendent of 
public instruction, it-was learn- 
ed in Mr. Wood’s bi-annual 
report on the activities of the 
schools in the state during the 
school year 1923-24, 

Miss Collins pointed out in 
her report that frequent visits 
of supervisors to rural schools 
adds impetus to the proper 
functions of the schools and 
help to lighten the problems of 
the teachers. She cited two 
eases in San Bernardino Coun- 
ty in which visits of a super- 
visor to schools helped to pro- 
mote efficency. 


Help Shown in One Case 

In one case. Miss Collins 
stated, it was the ‘teacher’s 
first experience at . schooling 
and she was unacquainted with 
the district, a railroad town in 
the desert. She found it dif- 
ficult to maintain discipline, 
the pupils being boys of va- 
rious ages. 

When a supervisor visited 
the school, she immediately 
sensed the teacher’s problem. 
She acquainted the teacher 
with conditions andthe dis- 
trict with the result that the 
school is now adorned with a} 
garden, full fenced, and the 
boys are now planning to 
erect a fountain and a bird 
bath. The district is explored 
for natural phenomena anid 
studied by the boys. The life 
at school also made the boys 
useful at home. 

Work Permits Listed 

Mr. Wood’s report was re- 
cently issued and was compil- 
ed for Governor Richardson. 
The report shows that San 
Bernardino County occupies a 
favorable position in the schoo] 
activities of the state. 

During the year 1923-24 a 
total of 178 permits to work 
were issued to 14-year-old 
boys, 1588 to boys 15 years old 
and 985 to boys 16 years old.

Plan New Sewer

because it lacked a signature.

Ball, Councilman, Charles. .Lati- 
mer acted as chairman of last 
night’s meeting. 





: New Peach Development 

Development of a -strain of 
peach trees which can withstand 
the damaging effects of occasional 
untimely warm weather during the 
winter months was seen yesterday 
by George P. Weldon, pomologist 
of the Chaffey Junior ‘College of 
Agriculture, in an address before 
the Ontario Realty Board, as one 
of the probable results of last 
season’s peach crop failure thru- 
out Southern California. 

Mr. Weldon declared that a 
study of the situation had proven 
beyond doubt that the. unusual 
crop shortage of the past season 
wag due to abnormally high tem- 
peratures during February, when 
the thermometer went above 86. 

Observations at the Chaffey ex- 
perimental farm showed that two 
varieties of peach, known as the 
Luken’s Honey and the Saucer 
peach, imported from South China, 
were the only trees unaffected by 
the abnormal weather conditions, 
and it is from these that it is 
hoped to develop a more hardy 
variety of commercial value. Us- 
ing these -Chinese freestone var- 
ieties as a basis, Prof. Babcock, 
of the University of California, 
has already done considerable ex- 
perimental work and as a result 
has sent twenty trees of a new 
cling variety to the Chaffey farm 
for observation here. 

That it was the heat of the 
sun and dry air, there being no 
humidity at the time, that wrought 
havoc with the peach crop last 
winter rather than lack of mois- 
ture in the ground, was proven, 
according to Mr. Weldon, from the 
fact that trees shaded from the 





direct rays of the sun by euvce 
lyptus windbreaks - or other 
agencies came into normal bear- 
ing, while the bude on those ex- 
posed to the sun were destroyed. 
The Chaffey school is this year 
doing some experimenting along 
the line of spraying the trees with 
whitewash as a possible protec- 
tion to their buds in the event of 
untimely hot weather. 


Mr. Weldon looked with optim- 
ism on the coming season from 
a peach industry point of view, 
declaring last season’s Crop loss 
to be but the second of its kind 
in the history of this district. He 
pointed out that canners through- 
out Southern California declared 
that there has not been a time in 
several years when the canned 
goods supply was as well cleaned, 
assuring a greatly improved mar 
ket for the coming season. Hx- 
perts have: held, according to the 
speaker, that a 10 per cent hold- 
over from one season results in a 
80 per cent loss for the following 
season. Much of this holdover 
has been the result of canning 
inferior fruit, in the belief of 
Mr. Weldon, ‘who urged the grow- 
er to deliver only his best. pro- 
ducts to the canneries and there- 
by profit more in the long run. 


In closing, Mr. Weldon declar- 
ed .that while no bumper crop 
was in sight, he was optimistic 
for a fair crop and good prices 
during the coming season.
